Lobbying for 
tougher drunk 
driving penalties

Four people a day are 
killed in Canada by 
impaired drivers

Sheri Arsenault and her son 
Bradley were eating dinner and 
watching the news when they 
learned four high school foot¬ 
ball players had been killed in a 
Grande Prairie car crash. 

A saddened Arsenault 
remembers turning to her 
18-year-old son and saying, 
“What are those poor moms 
going to do?” 

A month later, a knock on 
Arsenault’s door catapulted 
her into the same nightmare 
the Grande Prairie moms were 
living. 


On Nov. 26, 2011, Arse¬ 
nault’s son Bradley and his 
friends Kole Novak and Thad- 
deus Lake were killed by an al¬ 
leged drunk driver in a horrific 
crash near Beaumont. 

Arsenault, alongside other 
families who have been devas¬ 
tated by drunk driving, are pe¬ 
titioning the government for a 
mandatoiy minimum sentence 
of five years for people con¬ 
victed of impaired driving caus¬ 
ing death. 

“We truly believe with these 
sentences so low, it doesn’t 
deter anybody,” Arsenault said. 

Last month, Brenden 
Holubowich, pleaded guilty 
to dangerous driving causing 
death in the Grande Prairie 
crash and was handed a three- 
year sentence. 

While not for impaired 
driving, Arsenault said that 
sentence only further fuelled 
her fire. 


“What it told me, and I be¬ 
lieve eveiy Canadian, is our 
child’s life doesn’t really mat¬ 
ter,” she said. 

Arsenault has helped bring 
an organization called Families 
for Justice, which was founded 
in British Columbia by Markita 
Kaulius, to Alberta. 

A legal petition asking 
for tougher impaired driv¬ 
ing laws was launched by 
the group and has more than 
20,000 signatures. 

On Monday, Kaulius will be 
meeting with federal Justice 
Minister Rob Nicholson in Van¬ 
couver on behalf of Families for 
Justice. 

Kaulius and Arsenault are 
committed to getting as many 
signatures as they can on the pe¬ 
tition until Canada’s impaired 
driving laws are changed. 

“Eveiy day that this con¬ 
tinues, we lose more people,” 
Kaulius said.

Weekend jailterms 
on chopping block 

The Alberta government is 
aiming to phase out week¬ 
end jail sentences as part 
of cost-cutting measures 
announced in the budget. 

Intermittent sentences, 
which are common for 
those serving short jail 
terms, allow offenders to 
serve their time on week¬ 
ends rather than all at once. 

Josh Stewart, a spokes¬ 
person for Justice Minister 
Jonathan Denis, said the 
province is closing the units 
in Calgary and Edmonton 
that currently handle those 
offenders and prosecutors 
will agree to the sentences 
less often in plea deals. 

“There will still be some 
in certain cases, but for the 
most part there won’t be 
anymore,” he said. 

Stewart said on average 
there are about 200 prison¬ 
ers serving intermittent 
sentences, and the govern¬ 
ment expects closing the 
units that handle them will 
save $942,000. 

He said the space will 
be transferred back to the 
correctional institutions to 
help deal with overcrowd¬ 
ing. 

D’Arcy Depoe with the 
Criminal Trial Lawyers’ 
Association questions how 
the province can prevent 
the sentences from being 
imposed, given they are 
part of the federal Criminal 
Code. “I don’t see how the 
province can avoid its 
responsibility just by saying 
we are not going to fund it,” 
he said. 

Depoe said weekend 
sentences help people stay 
employed while serving 
time for relatively minor 
offences and, without them, 
those people could end up 
without work, ultimately 
costing the system more.

Policy. Soccer group axing 
scoring from younger levels

Alberta’s top soccer body is 
planning to put the boot to 
tracking scores and standings 
for its youngest athletes — the 
only question is how quickly 
such a shift will occur. 

“I think whether the imple¬ 
mentation is over one year, two 
years or three, that’s still to be 
determined,” said Shaun Low- 
ther, technical director for the 
Alberta Soccer Association. 

The move would follow a 


similar one underway in On¬ 
tario, where all 21 soccer dis¬ 
tricts will phase out scoring for 
athletes under the age of 12 by 
next year. 

In Alberta, Lowther said, the 
“no-score” policy would follow 
comparable guidelines, taking 
a cue from a 2008 Canadian 
Soccer Association plan that 
emphasizes skills development 
over competition for younger 
athletes, jeremy nolais/metro

Tory budget won’t 
throw LRT off track 



Southeast project. 

Provincial commitment 
not needed this year 


The grim 2013 provincial 
budget has not derailed Edmon¬ 
ton’s planned LRT expansion 
as the city does not yet need a 
provincial investment. 

Coun. Amarjeet Sohi said 
the city was not expecting the 
province to announce funding 
for the southeast LRT project 
because the city won’t need the 
money for a few years. 

“It is fine for us because we 
don’t need money from them 
until 2015, 2016, 2017. All we 
need is a commitment for this 
project,” he said Sunday. 

The city has committed 
$800 million to the project, 
which will take the LRT from 
Churchill Square to Mill Woods, 
but it still needs $1 billion from 
the federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments. 

The city hopes to tender the 
project in 2014 and Sohi said

The city has already done 
design work on the project, 
and it expects to relocate 
some utilities and demolish 
buildings in the project’s 
path this year. 

that is when they will need a 


provincial commitment, which 
he believes is coming. 

“We haven’t got any indi¬ 
cations whatsoever that we 
should not be proceeding with 
this project,” he said. 

The city could fund the pro¬ 
ject with money from either an 
expansion of the Municipal Sus¬ 
tainability Initiative, which was 
not announced in Thursday’s 
budget, or the province’s $2-bil- 


lion Green Trip program. 

There are still funds that 
have not been allocated for that 
program, but Transportation 
Minister Ric Mclver said it is un¬ 
likely the province will accept 
applications this year. 

“I don’t know when the 
second round is going to be. I 
don’t expect it will be in 2013, 
but that hasn’t been deter¬ 
mined yet.” RYAN TUMILTY/METRO

The first pages at the Edmon¬ 
ton Public Libraiy were turned 
100 years ago, and there have 
been many chapters since. 

A little more than 20,000 
books could be borrowed 
back on March 13,1913, from 
a rented room over a liquor 
store as well as the Strathcona 
branch, which still stands to¬ 
day. 

As of this year, more than 
3 million physical and digital 
titles can be checked out from 
17 (and counting) branches. 

“Once the city started to 
grow, one of the things that 
the municipal councillors at 
the time felt was important 
was to have a libraiy,” said 
Linda Cook, libraiy CEO for the

past 16 years. 

That feeling, felt by many, 
has continued over the past 
century. 

The EPL can lay claim to 
many firsts, such as the first 
bookmobile in North America, 
the first computerized circula¬ 
tion system in Canada, the first 
branch at a university in the 
country and being the first in 
Alberta to lend e-readers. 

It has come a long way from 
a men-only reading and smok¬ 
ing room to self-checkouts, 
lending books through a vend¬ 
ing machine at an LRT station 
and hiring outreach workers. 

Cook said most of the chan¬ 
ges have happened in the past

decade owing to advances in 
technology. 

EServices director Peter 
Schoenberg agrees, as not only 
has the EPL become more ac¬ 
cessible, but there are also 
databases on offer of e-books, 
music, 800 newspapers from 
around the world and, most re¬ 
cently, 270 magazines through 
Zinio. 

Next is video for stream¬ 
ing independent films and the 
like, probably within the next 
month, Schoenberg said. 

Even aside from technol¬ 
ogy, the EPL looks a lot differ¬ 
ent today. 

“Libraries for some time 
were just simply known as a 
place where you could come 
and borrow a book. You had 
to be quiet,” Cook said. “That 
is the complete opposite now 
... It is the living room for the 
community.”

A Quebec group representing 
people abused by priests hopes 
Cardinal Marc Ouellet will be 
the next pope, though not ne¬ 
cessarily because it feels he’s 
the best candidate. 

Spokesman Carlo Tarini says 
a Ouellet papacy would thrust a 
number of sexual-abuse cases 
involving Quebec priests into 
the spotlight. 

“The people here today are 
not here in jest supporting his 
nomination as pope,” Tarini 
said at a small rally on Sunday 
in front of a Montreal church. 

“They are really hopeful 
that he is elected, because 1.2 
billion Catholics will be made 
aware of the victimization of 
children here in Quebec by 
pedophile priests.” 

Many at the rally, which 
included members of other vic¬ 
tims groups, said they are hope¬ 
ful for progress on cases that 
have been stalled for years. 

Tarini suggested appointing 
a mediator between the church 


The Parole Board of Canada has 
begun to tackle a backlog of 
almost 22,000 pardon applica¬ 
tions, many of which have been 
stuck in limbo for years. 

The effort, which began 
with the hiring and training of 
21 temporaiy, full-time staff, 
isn’t expected to clear the back¬ 
log for another two years. 

All the files pre-date the 
March 2012 omnibus Conserva¬ 
tive crime bill, when the Harp¬ 
er government quadrupled the 
application fee to $631. Those 
who applied under the higher 
fee are at the front of the line. 

Public outciy over a contro¬ 
versial pardon led Parliament 
in June 2010 to beef up the 
system by making the Parole 
Board grant no pardon that 
could bring the administration 
of justice into disrepute. 

A three-strikes rule was 
proposed, so that anyone with 
more than three convictions 
for indictable offences with 
two-year sentences could never 
be pardoned. Certain offences,

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper will travel to Yellow¬ 
knife Monday to mark 
the end of talks granting 
province-lilce powers to the 
Northwest Territories. 

The deal, which has 
been a top agenda item for 
territorial premiers stretch¬ 
ing back two decades, will 
put control over northern 
resources in the hands of 
northerners for the first 
time. It will also give them 
a big chunk of the royalties 
those resources produce, 
money that will also be 
shared with the N.W.T.’s 
aboriginal governments. 

But Harper and N.W.T. 
Premier Bob McLeod won’t 
be signing its final version. 
Monday’s text is only the 
final draft reached by nego¬ 
tiators. The deal will then 
go out for public consulta¬ 
tion.

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India. Gang-rape suspect 
commits suicide in New 
Delhi prison, police say 


The main suspect in the gang 
rape and fatal beating of a 
woman on a New Delhi bus, 
an attack that horrified Indians 
and set off national protests, 
committed suicide in jail Mon¬ 
day, police officials said. 

Ram Singh, who is accused 
of driving the bus on which 
the 23-year-old student was 
raped and fatally assaulted by a 
group of six men in December, 
hanged himself with his own 
clothes, said G. Sudhalcar, the 
top police official at Tihar jail. 

Singh, along with four 
other men on trial with him 


on rape, murder and abduction 
charges, had been under a sui¬ 
cide watch, another jail official 
said on condition of anonymity 
because he was not authorized 
to speak publicly on the mat¬ 
ter. He said the five were being 
held in separate cells in separ¬ 
ate buildings at the jail. 

Singh’s lawyer, A. P. Singh, 
confirmed his client’s death, 
but alleged it was the result of 
police maleficence. 

“What do you mean killed 
himself? He has been killed in 
prison,” Singh said.

Deaths of foreign hostages 
in Nigeria confirmed

Radical Islamic fighters killed 
seven foreign hostages in Ni¬ 
geria, European diplomats 
said Sunday, making it the 
worst such kidnapping vio¬ 
lence in decades for a country 
beset by extremist guerrilla 
attacks. 

Nigeria’s police, militaiy, 
domestic spy service and 
presidency remained silent 
over the killings of the con¬ 
struction company work¬ 
ers, kidnapped Feb. 16 from 
northern Bauchi state. The 
government’s silence only led 
to more questions about the 
nation’s continued inability 
to halt attacks that have seen 
hundreds killed in shootings, 
church bombings and an at¬ 


tack on the United Nations. 

The latest victims were 
four Lebanese and one citizen 
apiece from Britain, Greece 
and Italy. 

Britain and Italy said all 
seven of those taken from the 
Setraco construction company 
compound had died at the 
hands of Ansaru, a previously 
little-known splinter group of 
the Islamic sect Boko Haram. 
Greece also confirmed one of 
its citizens was killed, while 
Lebanese authorities didn’t 
immediately comment. 

Italy also denied a claim 
by Ansaru that the hostages 
were killed before or during 
a militaiy operation by Niger¬ 
ian and British forces, saying 
there was “no militaiy inter¬ 
vention aimed at freeing the 
hostages.” 

“We note that the terrorists 
never communicated or for¬ 
mulated demands to release 
the hostages,” said Greece’s 
foreign ministry, which also 
denied any militaiy raid took

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Widow’s connection to late voice actor. London 
Tube to restore classic ‘Mind the Gap’ recording 


A widow’s wish to hear her 
late husband’s voice again 
has prompted London’s 
subway system to restore a 
40-year-old recording of the 
subway’s famous “mind the 
gap” announcement. 

The Underground, also 
known as the Tube, tracked 
down the voice recording by 
Oswald Lawrence after his 


widow, Margaret McCollum, 
approached its staff and told 
them what it meant to her. 

McCollum, 65, said Sun¬ 
day she used to frequently 
visit Embankment station 
or plan her journeys around 
the stop to listen to Law¬ 
rence’s voice, even before 
his death in 2007. She was 
taken aback in November 


when she noticed it had 
been replaced by a different 
voice. 

When McCollum ap¬ 
proached a Tube worker, she 
was told the station had a 
new broadcast system and it 
could not use the old record¬ 
ing anymore. 

But Nigel Holness, direc¬ 
tor of London Underground, 


said its staff has been so 
moved by McCollum’s story 
that they dug up the record¬ 
ing and gave the widow a 
copy of the announcement 
on a CD for her to keep. 
Tube staff are also working 
to restore Lawrence’s an¬ 
nouncement at the station, 
he added.

Sanctuary 
reopens 
after fatal 
lion attack 


In mourning. Family 
of intern killed last 
week say they believe 
safety protocols were 
followed at the private 
zoo in California 


A California animal sanctuaiy 
where an African lion killed a 
24-year-old intern reopened 
to the public on Sunday with 
the support of the victim’s 
family. 

Cat Haven, a private zoo 
run by the non-profit Project 
Survival, observed a moment 
of silence at noon for Dianna 
Hanson, who was fatally at¬ 
tacked by the 550-pound 
male lion on Wednesday. 

Cat Haven founder Dale 
Anderson said the park was 
returning to normal oper¬ 
ations so the staff could focus 
on taking care of its remain¬ 
ing 29 wild cats, but “we con¬ 
tinue to mourn the loss of 
two family members.” 

“Dianna would want the 
work that we are doing to 
continue and we are reopen¬ 
ing to the public with consent 
from Dianna’s parents,” An¬ 
derson said at Sunday’s news 
conference. “Her passion for 


working with these animals 
was contagious.” 

Investigators believe the 
lion, known as Cous Cous, 
lifted the door of a partially 
closed feeding cage with its 
paw and attacked Hanson as 
she cleaned a larger enclos¬ 
ure area, according to Fresno 
County coroner David Haden. 

Hanson, who had been 
working as a Cat Haven vol¬ 
unteer for two months, died 
immediately from a broken 
neck, according to the cor¬ 
oner’s report. 

A sheriff’s deputy fatally 
shot the five-year-old lion 
after it couldn’t be coaxed 
away from Hanson’s body. 

Fresno County Sheriff 
Margaret Mims did not pro¬ 
vide many new details about 
the investigation at Sunday’s 
news conference, but said 
the gate that was supposed to 
contain the lion was not com¬ 
pletely closed. 

“We believe this was an ac¬ 
cident, an error,” Mims said, 
according to the Fresno Bee. 

Hanson’s relatives say 
they also believe her death 
was an accident and that safe¬ 
ty protocols were followed at 
Cat Haven, a 100-acre park in 
the Sierra foothills about 40 
miles east of Fresno.

The city where many people are trying 
to eat locally produced food wants to pave over number 
-one-grade farmland and keep future generations from 
benefiting from essential topsoil by taking it out of pro¬ 
duction. 

The city that cannot ensure children can go to school 
in their own neighbourhoods wants to build more subdiv¬ 
isions so that more people can find themselves without a 
neighbourhood school. 


The city that should be concentrating 
on increasing density in older neighbour¬ 
hoods wants to ensure that people have the 
opportunity to buy single-family homes 
that are perhaps the worst use of urban 
space. 

I say enough is enough. We are never go¬ 
ing to become the city we want to be until 
we learn how to do the basics well. 

The core purpose of any city is to pro¬ 
vide roads, bridges, police, water and gar¬ 
bage pickup and the other things people 
think they are paying their taxes for. 

So it’s time to start saying no. No to ex¬ 
pansion. No to more recreation centres, 
more arts centres, more initiatives that are 
designed to bring people here to see what a city with bad 
roads and sidewalks looks like and no to anything that 
does not address our infrastructure problems. 

We need to concentrate on our basic civic needs before 
we do anything else. To do so requires the kind of political 
will that has seemed absent for several decades. 

I wonder if anyone who runs in the next election will 
have the courage to stand up and say enough is enough

Two years after the triple 
calamities of earthquake, 
tsunami and nucleardisaster 
ravaged Japan’s northeastern 
Pacific coast, debris 
containing asbestos, lead, 
PCBs — and perhaps most 
worrying — radioactive waste 
duetothe crippled Fukushima 
Dai-lchi nuclear plant looms as 
a threatfor the region. 

So far, disposal of debris 
from the disasters is turning 


out to have been anything but 
clean. Workers often lacking 
oversight, training or proper 
equipment have dumped 
contaminated waste with 
scant regard for regulations or 
safety, as organized crime has 
infiltrated the cleanup 
process. 

Researchers are only 
beginning to analyze 
environmental samples for 
potential health implications 
from the various toxins 
swirled in the petri dish of the 
disaster zone — including 
dioxins, benzene, cadmium

Who killed J.R.? 

That’s the mysteiy pro¬ 
pelling Dallas through the rest 
of its second season as a TNT 
revival. 

And that question hangs 
heavy in the upcoming episode 
(airing Monday at 9 p.m. EDT), 
which confirms the sad truth 
eveiy viewer knew was com¬ 


ing: glorious scoundrel J.R. Ew¬ 
ing has died, after decades of 
living-on-the-edge infamy dat¬ 
ing back at least to 1980, when 
he was gunned down in his of¬ 
fice and left for dead, leaving 
eveiy viewer wondering who 
shot J.R. 

J.R.’s fate was sealed this 
time by the intrusion of reality. 
In November, Larry Hagman 
died of cancer at 81. And when 
he died, he took J.R. with him. 

So the new episode — sure¬ 
ly the first without Hagman’s 
deliciously vile presence — 
stands as a fitting tribute both 
to him and to J.R., complete 
with a wake and a funeral for 
the rascally oil baron.

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Jacobs ends drought 
for Northern Ontario 


Curling. 27-year-old 
skips beats Manitoba’s 
Stoughton to win Brier 


Brad Jacobs wasn’t born yet 
when Northern Ontario last 
won a Canadian men’s curling 
championship. 

He arrived a few weeks 
after A1 The Iceman’ Hackner 
stole a point in an extra end 
to beat Alberta’s Pat Ryan in 
1985. 

Twenty-eight years later, 
Jacobs and his Sault Ste. Marie 
team conquered a tough field 
at the 2013 Tim Hortons Brier 
and defeated Manitoba’s Jeff 
Stoughton 11-4 in Sunday’s 


final to win the Canadian title. 

“It’s been too long since 
Northern Ontario’s held that 
Tankard,” Jacobs said, his 
voice shaking. “To bring this 
back to Northern Ontario, to 
Sault Ste. Marie, it means the 
world to us.” 

Jacobs, third Ryan Fiy, 
second E.J. Hamden and lead 
Ryan Harnden will represent 
Canada at the Ford World 
Men’s Curling Championship 
from March 30 to April 7. 

It’s the first Canadian 
men’s title for all four curlers. 
At 27, Jacobs is the youngest 
skip to win the Brier since 
Kevin Martin in 1991 at age 
24. 

“I don’t even know how to 
feel right now,” Jacobs said. 


“It’s really overwhelming 
what’s going on.” 

Three-time Canadian 
champion Stoughton had the 
hammer in the first end, but 
Manitoba started cold. North¬ 
ern Ontario jumped all over 
their mistakes with a steal of 
two points in the first end and 
another single in the second. 

Jacobs chipped out a 
Stoughton stone with a high- 
risk, high-reward shot in the 
fourth to score three and lead 
6-2. Northern Ontario has the 
hitting game to defend a lead 
and did so. 

“When you get a little bit 
behind, you’ve got to make 
some really good shots and it 
just doesn’t happen, it’s dis¬ 
appointing,” Stoughton said. 


Attendance dip 


The Brier in Edmonton drew 
about 200,000 to Rexall 
Place over nine days of 
competition, which was far 
off the attendance record 
of 281,000 set by Edmonton 
back in 2005.

Rule change 


Brier to adopt 
Team Canada 
concept 

The Canadian men’s curling 
championship will undergo 
major change starting next 
year. 

The winner of the 
2014 Tim Hortons Brier 
in Kamloops, B.C., will get 
an automatic berth in the 
following year’s Canadian 
championship as Team 
Canada. 

The returning champion 
wearing the Maple Leaf has 
been part of the Canadian 
women’s championship 
since 1985, but never in the 
Brier. 

“I definitely think Team 
Canada is something that 
should have happened a 
veiy long time ago,” four¬ 
time Brier champion Kevin 
Martin says. “I think it’s 
really smart for market¬ 
ing and to have one more 
really, really good team 
in an event. That makes 
perfect sense to me.” 

The 2014 Brier winner 
won’t play in their 2015 
provincial championship. 
That team’s province will 
send a provincial winner 
and have double representa¬ 
tion that year, albeit one of 
them in Canada colours. 

Ontario skip Glenn How¬ 
ard is against the move. The 
50-year-old feels that cheap¬ 
ens the purple heart crest 
that each provincial men’s 
champion earns and wears 
on their team jackets. 

“I’m old school,” How¬ 
ard says. “I really don’t like 
the idea of a Team Canada. 

It really goes back to history 
and the purple heart. 

“It’s the most coveted 
curling crest to win in our 
minds growing up. I think 
you have to win the prov¬ 
ince to earn it.”

Bautista: 
Canada broke 
baseball code 


Jose Bautista says Canada 
broke baseball’s unwritten 
code Saturday by tiying to 
run up the score in their 
World Baseball Classic win 
over Mexico, regardless of 
the tournament’s tiebreak¬ 
er rules. 

“I’m not buying the 
fact that teams are bunting 
when they’re up by six 
because of the rules of the 
WBC,” Bautista told repor¬ 
ters Sunday morning. 

“I believe in the unwrit¬ 
ten rules of the game. They 
should be respected. It’s a 
code amongst players.” 

In the ninth inning of 
Canada’s 10-3 victoiy over 
Mexico — they were up 9-3 
at the time — Canadian 
catcher Chris Robinson 
bunted himself aboard to 
lead off the final frame. 

Mexican pitcher Arnold 
Leon then hit the next bat¬ 
ter Rene Tosoni. 

The benches cleared and 
a violent brawl ensued.

Canada toppled by 

high-powered U.S. 


WBC Jones’s eighth¬ 
inning hit opens U.S. 
floodgates as Canada’s 
tournament comes 
to an end in Phoenix 


On Sunday 



Canada slipped on the edge of 
history, giving up a late lead 
and falling 9-4 to the United 
States on Sunday in a must- 
win game that eliminated the 
team from the World Baseball 
Classic. 

Down 3-2 in the eighth in¬ 
ning, Adam Jones hit a two- 
run double off reliever Jim 
Henderson to give the U.S. its 
first lead of the game before 
Shane Victorino scored Jones 
on a single for a 5-3 lead. 

Jonathan Lucroy added an 
insurance RBI and Eric Hos- 
mer hit a three-run double off 
Canadian closer John Axford 
in the ninth that put the result 
beyond doubt. 

Canada had pulled to with¬ 


in one after Adam Loewen 
hit a bases-loaded RBI in the 
bottom of the eighth inning, 
but pinch hitter Tim Smith 
grounded out to end the in¬ 
ning and ultimately Canada’s 
tournament. 

“We played a tough game 
and obviously the U.S. came 
out on top, but we’re holding 
our heads high,” said Can¬ 
adian outfielder Michael Saun¬ 
ders. “We came to this tourna¬ 
ment prepared and we felt like 
we played well. A few innings 
didn’t go our way, but I think 
we played well and I think we 
showed the world that Canada 
is here to stay.” 

Canada controlled Sun¬ 


day’s game until Jones’s hit, 
with Saunders hitting a two- 
run homer in the second in¬ 
ning and Loewen’s single put¬ 
ting Canada ahead 3-2 in the 
sixth. 

But U.S. relievers Heath 
Bell, David Hernandez, Steve 
Cishelc and closer Craig Kim- 
brel stifled Canada’s offence 
while American batters did 
the rest. 

Canada (1-2), which has 
never advanced past the first 
round, began the tourna¬ 
ment with a humiliating 14-4 
loss to Italy that ended after 
eight innings due to the 10- 
run mercy rule. But the team 
fought back, literally, in the 
second game against Mexico 
with a 10-3 victoiy capped by 
a bench-clearing brawl. 

The victoiy is a relief for 
the U.S. (2-1), which opened 
the tournament with a 5-2 
loss to Mexico (1-2) but rallied 
back with a 6-2 win over Italy 
(2-1), which also advanced. The 
next round begins Tuesday in 
Miami, the Canadian press
